The threat of international communism in the 
Western Hemisphere—and what to do about it—poses 
serious problems for the 10th Inter-American Confer­ 
ence now under way at Caracas, Venezuela. Congres­ 
sional spokesmen and others in the United States 
have voiced deep concern over events in Guatemala, 
where the government in power has been accused of 
“playing the Communist game" and serving as a 
“beachhead” for Soviet penetration of the Americas. 
They have demanded ‘’effective action” by the United 
States together with other American states to remove 
the threat to hemispheric security. 
Many Latin American countries have been less 
concerned about the danger of communism than about 
economic problems of the Americas. A considerable 
body of opinion in the southern half of the hemi­ 
sphere is reluctant to arraign Guatemala on what 
would amount to charges of undermining continental 
security. In the past few Latin American governments 
have been willing to take punitive action against a 
Buster republic for any reason short of overt Inter­ 
vention or outright aggression. 
Estimates of Red influence in Latin America vary, 
but most authorities agree that the Communist party, 
as such, has lost ground in recent years. From a 
peak of about 390,000 members in 1944-47, Communist 
party membership in Latin America is believed to 
have dropped to some 200.000, and voting strength of 
the party In national elections has been largely 
dissipated. 
More than half of the Latin American govern­ 
ments have outlawed the Communist party or curbed 
its activities. In 13 of the 20 republics, the party has 
been effectively disenfranchised. The constitution of 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua ban the Communists and 
forbid the formation of any political party or organiza­ 
tion with “foreign” connections. Eleven other countries 
have suppressed the Reds and other subversive groups 
by law or decree; 
Bolivia. Brazil. Chile, Dominican 
Republic, 
El 
Salvador. 
Haiti, 
Honduras, 
Panama. 
Paraguay, Peru and Venezuela have all enacted anti­ 
com munist laws since 1947. 
With the exception of Guatemala, the only Latin 
American countries in which avowed Communists hold 
seats in the national legislatures are Uruguay and 
Ecuador. In Uruguay, the Reds won two seats in the 
last election with 2 3 per cent of the popular vote. In 
Ecuador, the party polled less than one per cent of 
the vote but captured one seat in the parliament. 
The “fallacy of numbers” in gauging Communist 
strength Is illustrated in the case of Guatemala, where 
a relatively small group of hard-core Communists 
admittedly wields political power and influence out of 
all proportion to its numerical strength. Estimates of 
Communist (Labor) party membership there range 
from 500 to not more than 2.500, and the party holds 
only 4 of the 51 seats in the Guatemalan Congress. 
Its influence, however, has been felt In virtually every 
phase of Guatemala’s political and economic life 
According to information submitted to the Senate 
bv Chairman Wiley of the Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee on January 14. Communists hold key pasts in 
Important agencies of the Guatemalan government, 
including the Social Security agency, the Labor depart­ 
ment, the government-owned radio station, and the 
press section of the president’s information office. One 
of the leaders of the party heads the Guatemalan 
Confederation of Labor. 
Legally enrolled as a national political party, the 
Communist-led group is a member of the governing 
coalition and has cooperated with President Arbonz 
in carrying out the government program of national­ 
ization and agrarian reform. 
Guatemalan denials 
that the government is dominated by Communists 
have not stemmed the flow of allegations that the 
Arbenz regime is allowing the country to come under 
the domination of Moscow 


Precedent For G eneva 


Secretary of State Dulles has been assuring mem ­ 
bers of Congress that this country is not recognizing 
the Chinese Communists, nor their claim for admis­ 
sion to the United Nations, in accepting their pres­ 
ence at the Geneva Conference on April 26 
The 
conference was arranged at the recent meeting of the 
Big Four foreign ministers at Berlin to reach a “peace­ 
ful settlem ent of the Korean question” and to discuss 
“the problem of restoring peace in Indochina 
The Berlin communique on the conference stipu­ 
lated that this was “not to be deemed to imply diplo­ 
matic recognition in any case where it has not 
already been accorded.” And 22 years ago the United 
States met with Communists it did not recognize— 
at that time the Russian variety—without recognition 
ensuing as a result. 
This was also at Geneva, to try to work out 
limitations of armaments. The Hoover administration 
had followed the policy of the Wilson, Harding and 
Coolidge administrations in withholding recognition 
from Soviet Russia, which up to that time had also 
been barred from the League of Nations. 
At the 1932 Geneva Conference the Russians were 
all for disarmament, limited or unlimited, and gave 
much support to the American proposals, until these 
were whittled down by the conference But the Hoover 
administration still refused to recognize Russia, and 
diplomatic recognition by the United States had to 
wait until the following year, after Franklin D Roose­ 
velt and the Democratic party had taken over

It was said 
that m ore than
